Economy Here 
Appears Strong 


There were loud outcries a few wecks back, as the 
stock market plunged as violently as it has during this gen- 
eration. There were those who predicted a depression; 
others described it as a “normal readjustment of the mar- 
ket” and just about every observer tried to foresee the 
effect of the market's gyrations on the economy as a whole. 

Here in Menlo Park, it doesn’t seem to have had much 
effect. The Menlo Park-Atherton Board of Realtors, for 
one, reports that residential home sales seem to be going 
along as usual; used car dealers advertising locally say that 
their sales are holding up, too. 

” This is not the false cheerfulness of the “prosperity is 
just. around the corner” variety. It is simple factual report- 
ing;. Prosperity is here. 

- How much of that prosperity is due to the fact that 
this is an area with an expanding economy and how much 
is due to built-in productive capacity and buying power, 
is beyond out ability to guess. 

But judging from the statements of businessmen, the 
stock market’s recent activities haven't adversely effected 


major economic activity here.

Bicycle Auctions 
Provide Commentary 


* Saturday, July 14, the Menlo Park police department 
will auction off a score or so of bicycles, which have been 
found abandoned by the officers, held six months, and 
then put up for sale. 

~The police will do the same thing in December, and 
the Atherton police department also will have a pre-Christ- 
mas bike auction. 

Most cities have such auctions which provide an op- 
portunity for many young people who might otherwise 
not be able to afford it, a chance to “get wheels”. 

This is on the plus side, but there’s a negative side. 

Most of those bicycles were stolen ,then abandoned by 
the thieves. Besides those which remain in the hands of 
the police for six months prior to being offered for sale, 
there are other scores of bikes which are found and re- 
claimed by their owners every year. 

This is a sad commentary on the status of respect for 
property and the institution of private ownership. It would 
seem that more and more young people are getting the idea 
that a cicycle belongs to whoever is riding it, regardless 
of who paid the money to buy it in the first place. 

It is also a sad commentary on the values held by 
youngsters: Almost any boy or girl over the age of 12 or 
13 can earn the price of a bike with only a few hours of 
work—baby-sitting, lawn cutting, errands around the house, 
or what have you. But some youngsters—all too many, it 
would appear from the growing number of bikes reported 
stolen—would rather jeopardize their reputations for all 
time by “borrowing” somebody else's. 

Where do the youngsters get such values? 

Primarily in the home, we're afraid. That’s where a re- 
spect for property and the rights of others has to be taught. 
Police can lecture, juvenile correction officers can pass sen- 
tences and the whole wearying spectacle of “trying to re- 
habilitate a juvenile delinquent” can be gone through, with 
less effect than the communicating of a simple set of val- 
ues by parents.

County Comment: 


Steady March of Progress Poses 
Threat to County’s Natural Beauty

A Matter of Time!—With a 
new concrete strip of pave- 
ment about to wend its way 
down and over the beautiful 
county hills, we can’t help won- 
dering how long it will be be- 
fore those hills become nuded 
of all trees and all we will be 
able to see will be homes, 
homes and more homes, plus 
apartments and even profess- 
ional buildings. That is the one 
picture one can already see in 
the north county area as the 
county’s beauty goes the way 
of “progress.” 

Some 20 years ago, Ronald 
Campbell, then director of 
county planning, envisioned 
a parkway type highway 
down the Peninsula in the 
hills area. It would have fol- 
lowed the contour of the 
land and left the beauty al- 
most intact. 


The idea was called wonder- 
ful and everyone seemed to 


support it, but the plan died 
for lack of money. Now the 
state is completing plans for 
Junipero Serra Freeway, which 
is to be financed mainly by fed- 
eral funds. Here we see a few 
attempts being made to save 
some of the beauty of our hill 
sections, but in the end, it will 
be another freeway monstros- 
ity, and will open up countless 
new building sites. 


Many of them will be “ideal” 
locations for administrative of- 
fices. Others will want hospit- 
als, then service stations, a 
shopping center and soon there 
will be new cities. The picture 
is changing fast right now and 
each year we see “progress” 
creeping higher into the hill 
sections. The “medical cen- 
ter’ near Kings Mountain is 
an example—and a bad one at 
that. The Freeway is bound to 
make it a more congested area. 
How to stop it? Personally 


we don’t see how anyone can 
stop the home building expan- 
sion. It is just a case of people 
and more people, and a place 
to put them. 

The town of Woodside is 
trying to do a good job in 
keeping its natural beauty 
but this is a small section 
compared to the over-all pic- 
ture. 


Should our county officials 
take a closer look when de- 
velopers want to bulldoze away 
hillsides and cut trees as if 
they were weeds? Certainly 
someone has to set up the 
rules. The county planning of- 
ficials bave their troubles 
stopping such progress. The 
supervisors always seem to 
come up with a “yes” answer. 

The 700-acre Westborough 
subdivision in the north county 
is a good example. There the 
developers want to build ad- 
joining homes around a play 
area. This opens the way for 
row after row of homes built

Many Projects in County 


Though attention of many 
people may have been divert- 
ed from continuing projects of 
the State Division of Highways 
by recent talks concerning the 
Willow Road Freeway, a lot 
has been going on which may 
have escaped notice. 

What’s been happening re- 
cently was summarized, for 
San Mateo County, by a divi- 
sion of highways report on 
some current projects, and 
others soon to be completed. 

And although the ultimate 
construction of an east-west 
freeway through Menlo Park 

may loom as the largest 
problem which the Highway 
division has proposed for the 
area, there are other proj- 
ects going on all the time. 


In the main, although in 
some instances highway rout- 
ing may seem to be decided 
along lines of political expe- 
diency or simple captiousness, 
there is a plan and a lot of 
work going on. 

Here are some excerpts from 
the recent report: 

“For many years the major 
demand for highway facilities 
was on the easterly side of the 
peninsula, connecting many 
suburban communities which 
had grown up along the bay 
with San Francisco and San 
Jose. 

“However, in recent years, a 
growing need for additional 
high standard, north-south ar- 
teries through the central hilly 
portion (of the peninsula) and 
along the coast, as well as east 
west connections, has become 
more apparent,” the report 
starts out. 

“The first major step to 
fill the need for a high 
standard east-west freeway 
is the present construction 
of State Highway 105 (19th 

Avenue Freeway, San Ma- 
tea) between West Hillsdale 
Boulevard and South Dela- 


ware Street in San Mateo. 
Eventually, this freeway 
will extend from Half Moon 
Bay to Hayward via the San 
Mateo-Hayward bridge....” 


The report then turns its 
attention to Cabrillo Highway 
sign route 1) along the coast: 

“On State Sign Route 1, $3,- 
850,000 is budgeted for a 3.2 
mile, initial four-lane, ultimate 
six-lane freeway between 1.1 
miles south of Sharp Perk 
Road and .4 miles North of 
Manor Drive in Pacifica. This 
project includes an interim 
channelization at Westport 
which will be eliminated when 
the freeway is extended south- 
erly...” 

Aside from Pacifica, con- 
struction on Cabrillo Highway 
doesn’t seem to be very exten- 
sive—at least, that’s what the 
plans seem to indicate at the 
present time. Says the High- 
way Division report: 

“South of Half Moon Bay 
work is underway on a contract 
between .5 miles south of and 
3 miles north of Tunitas 
Creek. The work includes con- 
struction of a new bridge 
across the creek and grading 
and surfacing the approaches.” 

Though it’s hard to believe 
it because increasing traffic 
tends to wipe out what oth- 
erwise would be gains in 
convenience and expedition 
of traffic, a lot of money 
continues to be spent on El

Funds also are budgeted for 
widening of 1.7 miles of the 
highway between Millwood 
Drive in Millbrae and Euclid 
Avenue in San Bruno. 


As everybody who travels 
along it is aware, there’s still 
a lot of work going on along 
Bayshore Freeway. Here, sum- 
marized, are some of the proj- 
ects. 

“The major improvement 
on Bayshore Freeway during 

the period was the comple- 
tion of 7.5 miles widening 
to eight lanes between .2 
miles north of Grand Ave- 
nue in South San Francisco 
and Peninsular Avenue in 
Burlingame. 

“_..In addition to the widen- 
ing and resurfacing of the ex- 
isting traffic lanes, the work 
included construction of a di- 
agonal ramp at the Millbrae 
interchange and other im- 
provements, including a medi- 
an barrier.” 


“Presently underway is a 
contract for placing either 
cable chain link or blocked- 


out metal beam barrier on the 
remaining portions of Bay- 
shore Freeway between Sierra 
Point Overhead near South 
San Francisco and Redwood 
Creek bridge in Redwood 
Citys. 

“Bids were opened May 2 
for resurfacing of portions of 
U.S. 101 Bypass between Butler 
Road in South San Francisco 
and 3rd Street overcrossing in 
San Francisco... .” 

The division also has been 
spending money for landscap- 
ing along Bayshore. The re- 
port continues: 

“A landscaping project was 
completed in April of last 
year between 16th Avenue 
and Bransten Road in San 
Carlos. 10,100 acacia, com- 
pact eucalyptus and mela- 
leuca shrubs, and 400 euca- 
lyptus trees were palnted in 
this contract.... 

“Two additional landscaping 
contracts were underway: be- 
tween Spruce Avenue in Red- 
wood City and University Ave- 
nue in East Palo Alto, 4.1 miles 
of Bayshore was landscaped at 
a cost of $84,000. 

“Eucalyptus and flowering 
plum trees, approximately 
4,800 assorted shrubs and over 
212,000 ice plant are being 
planted. 

“South of University Avenue 
to Matadero Creek, 350 trees, 
3,200 shrubs, including honey- 
suckle, bottlebrush, teatree and 
toyon pyracantha and 174,000 
ice plants for ground cover are 
being placed. 

“This 1.9 mile project will 
cost $61,400.

Francisco. 


Are we so crowded here 
for land space that we should 
allow such planning. We 
would say no, but it will 
come once the barrier is 
broken for Westborough de- 
velopers. 


The plans for Junipero Ser- 
ra call for a fill at least 100 
feet across Woodside Canyon 
near Moore Road. County plan- 
ning Director Frank S. Skill- 
man wanted a bridge but the 
difference of cost, estimated at 
$4 million, killed Skillman’s 
proposal. A bridge of about 
1700 feet will be built over San 
Mateo Creek just below the 
Crystal Springs dam. In some 
areas the highway will be di- 
vided as much as 100 feet to 
keep the natural beauty intact. 


This is the way Campbell 
envisoned the road years and 
years ago. He patterned his 
program after parkways in 
the eastern states, but San 
Mateo county will have to 
give in to “progress.” In- 
stead of the terrain we will 
have bridges costing up to 
$10 million instead of buy- 
ind land to save our beauti- 
ful hills and the trees. 


The clamor to open up the 
Crystal Springs Lake water 
shed for public receration can 
mean another beauty spot shot 
to H—. Certainly the lakes 
and beautiful picnic areas are 
inviting, but the public will 
care only long enough to set 
up a trailer, build camp fires 
and leave rubbish in the drink- 
ing water in the lakes and 
probably burn half the trees 
in the watershed within a short 
time. Personally, we hope the 
San Francisco water officials 
stand pat and keep that land 
just as it is. 


This county is providing 
plenty of recreation areas 
for its people and others as 
well. Big Basin Park, Hud- 
dart Park, Flood Park, Coy- 
ote Point, just to mention a 
few are well planned and 
well run but how much more 
recreation areas do we need? 


As the population count 
grows there will always be a 
demand for more acreage set 
aside for parks. With freeways 
and homes leveling hills, about 
the only thing we can hope for 
is that commercial and so-call- 
ed professional developments 
can be kept in the proper plac- 
es—and this doesn’t mean the 
hill sections.

30 Years Aqo: 


Job Relief 
Was Major 
City Concern 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub- 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 

July 15, 1932: 

Efforts to provide work for 
all residents of this city who 
may need it this winter and to 
assure emergency aid when 
the necessity arises will be 
carried on by a series of com- 
mittees appointed at a meet- 
ing last Friday night at the 
re-organization of the Menlo 
Park Committee for Unemploy- 
ment, which was held in the 
city hall, and was attended by 
a large and representative as- 
semblage of local residents 
who are interested in the work 
of the commitee. Much new 
material was also drawn into 
the committee organization. 


Robert Koshland, chairman 
of the county relief organiza- 
tion addressed the meeting and 
a policy of work relief was 
adopted and committees were 
appointed for the registration 
and investigation of the unem- 
ployed, finances, work relief, 
home relief, publicity, legal ad- 
vice, and for the care of tran- 
sients. 


Koshland explained the work 
relief plan as worked out for 
the county organization, of 
which the Menlo Park commit- 
tee is a part.
